REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although it is 
clear from the prior Office action why Examiner previously indicated allowable subject 
matter, the translation of the Japanese Notification of reason for refusal (submitted 
7/9/2009) might suggest that the Japanese 5-105471 nozzle is a (de) Laval nozzle. 
Examiner presently finds that at best the statement can only be taken literally - that the 
nozzle is "similar" to a Laval nozzle. Examiner could find no definition or example of a 
Laval nozzle which would encompass the nozzle shown in the Japanese publication. 
In other words, to one of ordinary skill in this country the term "Laval nozzle" does not 
reasonably encompass such a nozzle - even if it does in a foreign language. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
